In  the  two  years  that 
she  has  been  playing  with  her  team  ‘The  Bay 
Cruisers’  she  has  traveled  to  several  interest- 
ing places.  “Last  summer  we  went  to  Canada, 
where  we  took  second  place,”  she  energeti- 
cally explained. 

Leila  hopes  to  attend  Alameda  Col- 
lege in  the  fall  and  move  out  to  her  own 
apartment.  Leila  is  a very  competent  person 
and  has  always  taken  care  of  herself.  With 
the  energy  and  zest  for  life  that  she  radiates 
it’s  clear  that  her  disability  has  not  yet  and 
never  will  stand  in  her  way.

PRESIDENT  PALMER 


You  may  have  seen  him  interviewed 
on  the  news  as  he  led  the  protests  during  the 
Rodney  King  verdict  demonstrations  of 
1992.  Senior  Jioni  Palmer’s  involvement  in 
national  politics  is  quite  impressive. . . He  is 
best  known  for  his  participation  in  such 
successful  democratic  campaigns  as  those  of 
Senator  Barbara  Boxer  and  President  Bill 
Clinton,  but  he  has  also  had  involvement 
with  other  causes,  both  political  and  non- 
political. 

Palmer’s  interest  in  politics  began  at 
the  age  of  five  from  listening  to  talk-radio 
with  his  mom.  At  an  early  age,  he  referred  to 
Reagan  as  “War  Man”  because  of  hearing 
about  the  president’s  involvement  in  Nica- 
ragua. This  caused  his  Democratic  values  to 
develop  while  still  young.  Although  he  was 
always  interested  in  politics,  Palmer  did  not 
become  actively  involved  until  his  junior 
year  when  he  went  to  Washington  D.C.  with 


Close-Up.  He  was  able  to  watch  his  favorite 
senators  in  action  and  to  speak  to  Congress- 
man Ron  Dellums,  while  getting  a feel  for  the 
capital.  He  then  lived  the  Congress  experi- 
ence in  Mr. Teel’s  American  Government  and 
Politics  and  Power  classes.  The  simulation 
allowed  him  to  be  a congressman  and  write 
and  pass  his  own  bills.  These  experiences 
spurred  him  to  volunteer  for  Barbara  Boxer’s 
campaign  staff  and  eventually  to  help  on  the 
Bill  Clinton  presidency  campaign.  He  was 
even  able  to  welcome  Clinton  to  the  Bay  Area 
in  an  opening  speech  for  the  former  governor 
when  he  spoke  in  San  Jose. 

Although  not  set  on  a political  career,  it 
seems  that  Jioni  Palmer  is  on  the  road  to  his 
own  political  campaign.  He  says  that  he  wants 
to  become  a landscape  architect,  but  if  the 
option  ever  presents  itself,  he  will  run  for 
political  office.  The  next  time  you  see  his 
name,  it  could  be  on  a ballot.

Despite  the  fire,  Nicola  continued  to 
work  towards  her  goals. 

Nicola  has  always  been  a talented  artist. 
She  has  taken  extensive  photography  and  pot- 
tery classes  at  U.C.  Berkeley,  as  well  as  at  Berke- 
ley High.  She  has  exhibited  and  sold  pieces  of 
pottery  through  Cafe  Ariel.  Recently,  Nicola 
started  painting  when  she  received  a grant  from 
FEMA  (the  Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency)  to  replace  and  augment  her  art  supplies 
after  the  fire.  Apparently  her  paintings  are  also  a 
success  as  she  was  invited  to  show  her  work  at 
Cafe  Espresso  Roma. 


Nicola  felt  the  need  to  give  something 
back  to  the  community,  which  had  helped  her 
family  after  the  fire.  Last  summer,  she  was  able 
to  combine  this  and  her  interest  in  art  when 
she  volunteered  at  the  Alzheimer’s  Services  of 
the  East  Bay.  She  directed  art  projects  with  the 
patients  several  times  a week.  Partly  based  on 
this  experience,  Nicola  is  thinking  of  pursuing 
a career  in  art  therapy  after  college. 

Nicola  would  also  like  to  continue  par- 
ticipating in  athletics  in  college.  She  excels  in 
sports.  She  has  played  a year  of  volleyball,  two 
years  of  field  hockey,  and  three  years  of  tennis 
and  softball  at  Berkeley  High.  Sophomore  and 
junior  year  she  was  M.V.P.  of  the  tennis  team, 
and  she  went  to  the  North  Coast  semi-finals. 
This  year  she  was  the  field  hockey  M.V.P.  and 
also  went  to  the  field  hockey  Nationals. 

Nicola’s  optimistic  outlook  on  life  is 
exemplified  by  one  of  her  favorite  lines,  “When 
life  gives  you  lemons...  keep  on  truckin.”

Peer  counseling  pro- 
vides the  oportunities  for  stu- 
dents to  improve  interpersonal 
skills,  learn  ways  to  facilitate 
communication,  provide  mu- 
tual suport  and  share  infor- 
mation with  other  students. 
The  Peer  Counseling  program 
enhances  the  effectiveness  of 
the  counseling  program  by 
expanding  guidance  services. 
A student  may  enroll  in  one 
peer  counseling  course  in  one 
semester  and  may  earn  up  to 
20  credits  toward  graduation. 
The  program  is  unfortunately 
underused  at  Berkeley  High, 
however  it  is  definitly  a valu- 
able resource.

Two  years  ago,  B.H.S 
began  a club  version  of 
N.O.W.,  the  National  Organi- 
zation for  Women.  Today  it 
has  more  than  forty  students. 
In  many  classrooms  women’s 
issues,  contributions  and 
points  of  view  are 
not  sufficiently 
represented.  In  the 
halls,  female  stu- 
dents are  con- 
stantly being 
harrassed  and  de- 
graded because  of 
their  sex.  The  club 
helps  members  gain  a sense  of 
identity  by  identifying  with  the 
foremothers-the  mothers  and 
grandmothers  who  sacrificed 
so  that  our  generation  of 
women  would  be  treated  with 
more  respect  and  equality.  Ad- 
equate birth  control  and  re- 
productive information  is  es- 
sential to  the  club,  as  well  as 


counseling  for  things  such  as 
abuse,  rape,  pregnancy,  etc.

During  the  off-sea- 
son, our  old  coaches  were 
replaced  with  newcomers 
Jonnie  Butler  and  Leon 
Worthy,  perhaps  the  finest 
coaches  we  would  ever 
have.

Players  on  the  team  were 
very  confident  for  several  reasons. 
One  reason  was  that  many  players 
on  the  team  had  been  training  and 
lifting  weights  over  the  summer,  in 
preparation  for  the  upcoming  sea- 
son. Also,  we  had  a very  good  coach- 
ing staff,  one  of  the  best  in  years. 

The  main  reason  our  confi- 
dence was  sky-high  was  because  we 
played  in  a summer  tournament  and 
finished  with  a record  of  three  wins 
and  no  losses.  We  displayed  the 
talent  Berkeley  High  possesses.  We 
played  a full  contact  scrimmage  one 


week  before  the  season  opener  and 
were  victorious  28-0.

Through  countless  hours 
of  practice,  endless  afternoons  spent 
watching  technique  videos,  and  more 
than  their  fair  share  of  stadiums  run, 
the  novice  members  of  Berkelely  High 
Crew  have  attempted  to  perfect  their 
stroke.  . . to  no  avail.

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This  year,  for  the  first  time, 
we  have  a women’s  lacrosse  team  at 
Berkeley  High.  Women’s  Lacrosse 
is  not  well-known  on  the  West 
Coast,  although  it  is  quite  popular 
on  the  East  Coast.  In  fact,  Berkeley 
High  is  only  the  second  high  school 
in  the  Bay  Area  to  start  a team.  The 
team  plays  Bishop  O’Dowd,  the  only 
other  high  school  team,  as  well  as 
various  college  B-teams,  including 
Humboldt  State,  U.C.  Santa  Cruz, 
U.C.  Davis  and  the  Cal 
hoogies. 

The  team  was  started 
by  Berkeley  High  students. 

It  was  through  student  ef- 
fort that  head  coach  Sarah 
Nelson  was  found.  Sarah 
was  formerly  the  coach  at 
Humboldt  State  and  cur- 
rently plays  women’s  lacrosse  on  a 
club  team.  The  assistant  coach, 
Rachel,  played  for  several  years  on 
the  East  Coast,  and  is  now  also  play- 
ing club  lacrosse. 

This  dedicated  group  of 
women  gets  up  early  every  morning 
in  order  to  arrive  at  Kleeburger  field 
at  six  o’clock  A.M.  for  practice. 
Their  strenuous  practices  consist  of 
running,  catching  drills,  throwing 
drills,  shooting  drills,  defensive  drills 
and  last,  but  certainly  not  least, 
scrimmages.  Said  one  anonymous 
team  member,  “We  have  lots  of  fun 
playing  with  our  woodies  so  early  in 
the  morning.”  Woodies  are  what 
the  team  members  affectionately  call 
their  sticks.  As  well  as  the  popular 


wooden  sticks,  women  also  use  sticks 
with  the  same  head  as  the  men’s  stick, 
but  a slimmer  shaft. (Editor’s  note:  ifyou 
are  lost  here,  ask  someone  who  plays 
lacrosse.) 

Women’s  lacrosse  is  played  very 
differently  than  men’s  lacrosse.  Women’s 
lacrosse  is  a non-contact  sport  and  only 
a mouth-guard  is  necessary  equipment 
for  protection.  Because  it  is  a non- 
contact  sport  they  are  not  allowed  to 
have  the  deep  pockets  like  the  men’s 
lacrosse  sticks  have.  How- 
ever, the  sport  is  far  from 
being  an  easy  task,  as  it  in- 
volves a large  amount  of 
technical  knowledge  and 
skill. 

Because  of  their  sta- 
tus as  a new  team;  the 
women’s  lacrosse  team  is 
still  a bit  rough  around  the  edges.  The 
teams  they  play  have  more  experience 
and  technical  knowledge  than  the  Ber- 
keley team.  This  contributes  to  making 
this  year  more  of  a learning  experience 
than  anything  else  for  the  team.  The 
team  consists  of  about  forty  members, 
including  several  under-classmen. 

Unfortunately,  at  the  time  this  ar- 
ticle went  to  press,  the  season  was  just 
getting  underway,  and  so  we  cannot  give 
you  the  results  of  any  official  games. 
Hopefully,  you  went  to  some  home 
games  and  you  don’t  even  need  to  ask! 

The  team  has  been  quite  popular 
and  looks  to  thrive  at  Berkeley  High  in 
the  years  to  come.  Hopefully  Berkeley 
will  begin  a lasting  and  winning  tradi- 
tion in  women’s  lacrosse.

Yakov  Silverstein)  with  a maniacal 
laugh  and  devastating  sideburns.  The 
musical  tells  the  story  of  a madcap 
affair  between  a Cliff  Bradshaw  (Chris- 
tian Poirer),  an  American  writer,  and 
Sally  Bowles  (Robyn  Ganeles),  a flam- 
boyant performer  whom  he  he  meets 
in  the  cabaret.  Meanwhile,  in  another 
part  of  Berlin,  an  elderly  landlady 
(played  by  Christina  Seely)  has  come 
under  attack  by  the  growing  Nazi  move- 
ment  for  marrying  Herr 
Schultz,  a kindly  Jewish 
fruitseller  (Patrick  Sanchez). 
Rounding  out  the  cast  were 
Natalie  Saibel,  playing  the 
Nazi  Ludwig  with  elegant 
menace,  and  the  always  en- 
gaging Jennifer  Hoge  as  work- 
ing girl  Fraulein  Kost.  From 
Silverstein’s  welcoming  of  the  audi- 
ence, to  the  haunting  closing  sequence, 
the  show  was  filled  with  laughs,  tears, 
thick  accents,  wine,  women,  song,  and 
the  most  entertaining  positions  since 
Bauman  took  six  Shriners  under  a table 
in  “Bye  Bye  Birdie”  two  years  ago.  But, 
the  writer  digresses.  .

Students  have  made  a very 
smooth  transition  from  former  advisor 
Anisa  Reed  who  taught  Afro-Haitain 
dance  techniques  to  Naomi 
Washington,  now  teaching  the 
West  African  style.  Dancers 
ranging  from  the  beginning 
level  to  the  advanced  level  re- 
ceive the  opportunity  to  show- 
case their  talent.  Students  per- 
form at  school  events  such  as 
the  Malcolm  X week  and  the 
Women’s  Day  assembly.  Some 
of  the  dances  performed  include  exotic 
titles  like  Manjani  and  Fricola.  Ex- 
amples of  this  diversity  exists  in  West 
Africa. 

West  African  Dance,  as  its  name 
implies  is  about  dances  from  Africa 
which  are  taught  and  performed  by  BHS 


students.  During  the  school  year, 
advanced  classes  perform  at  Cal,  Oak- 
land Tech,  and  of  course  here.  Begin- 
ning and  Intermediate  classes  also 
get  to  show  off  their  talents  during 
Kwanza  week  which  is  seven  days 
prior  to  Christmas  break.  Some  alum- 
nae come  back  to  BHS  because  of  the 
spectacular  programs  put  together 
by  the  African  Studies  Department, 
including  African  dances. 

Under  the  new  direc- 
tion of  Naomi  Washington, 
students  learn  more  than  j ust 
the  dances.  They  are  enriched 
with  the  culture,  history,  as 
well  as  songs  from  Africa.  The 
dedication  put  forth  by  Mrs. 
Washington  can  be  seen  eas- 
ily. Naomi  also  teaches  sum- 
mer classes  for  those  who  are  seniors 
in  the  arts.

Continuing  with  the  Performing 
Arts  Department’s  recent  trend  of  shows 
addressing  weighty  social  issues,  the 
Spring  Production  “The  Skin  Of  Our 
Teeth,”  by  Thornton  Wilder,  presented 
a plethora  of  poignant  human  predica- 
ments spanning  the  gamut  of  psycho- 
sexual  struggle  and  pathos.  In  three  acts, 
the  valiant,  tortured  and  possibly  dys- 
functional Antrobus  family  weathers 
the  assault  of  flood,  fire,  ice, 
war,  bad  dialogue,  surly  ac- 
tors, and  various  other  cata- 
clysm. 

Each  act  of  the  “Skin  of 
Our  Teeth”  represents  a criti- 
cal junction  in  the  history  of 
the  human  race,  each  charac- 
ter, likewise,  embodies  an  ar- 
chetypal role  in  human  soci- 
ety. Shouldering  the  responsibility  of 
inventor,  creator,  provider,  trailblazer, 
leaders,  in  the  woolly-mammoth  role 
of  Mr.  Antrobus  was  PAD  veteran 
Patrick  Sanchez.  The  maternal  pres- 
ence of  Ms.  Antrobus  portrayed  by 
Marissa  Lindh,  and  their  darling  chil- 


dren of  shadow  and  light  were  played 
by  Darian  Meyer  and  Lori  Fagerholm. 
As  the  Antrobuses  forge  their  path 
through  time  and  related  dimensions, 
they  encounter  dinosaurs,  beauty  con- 
tests, wine  and  cheese  and  other  as- 
sorted societal  evils,  always  accompa- 
nied by  their  faithful,  faithless,  unfath- 
omable maid  Sabina  (played  by 
Stephanie  Wichmann  in  tour  de  force 
performance  which  truly  redefined  the 
boundaries  for  BHS  theatre, 
yadda,  yadda,  yadda) 

The  gradual  accumu- 
lation of  technical  mishaps 
and  artistic  compromises  that 
plague  the  show  serve  to  em- 
phasize the  precarious  nature 
of  our  little  glass-house  world 
poised  ever  on  the  brink  of 
annihilation-and  yet  somehow  we  sur- 
vive, riding  the  razor’s  edge  ever  and 
always  evading  the  final  fall  of  the  ham- 
mer, if  only  by  the  space  of  a few  sec- 
onds, a few  inches,  the  narrowest  mar- 
gin, the  skin  as  it  were,  such  as  it  is, 
figuratively  speaking,  of  our  teeth. 
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Rarely  seen  and  seldom  heard,  they  constitute  an 
important  part  of  most  theatre  productions.  Without 
them,  plays  and  musicals  would  be  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  put  on.  They  are  stagehands.  When  the 
PAD  puts  on  a production,  technical  support  crews 
comprised  of  student  volunteers  and  employed  stu- 
dent stagehands  are  needed.  Working  with  old  and 
sometimes  antiquated  equipment,  the  stagehands  must 
battle  numerous  adversities  such  as  exploding  light 
bulbs,  burning  gels,  power  failures,  connector  box 
burnouts,  and  angry  actors.  And  yet  the  stagehands 
struggle  bravely  onwards.
